mittee which has headquarters at 
Texas A. and M. College. 


Principal provisions of the pro- 
gram are 
summarized 
as fol- 
lows: 


Soil 
Conservation: 
The 
new 


program will continue and sup- 
plement the 
Agricultural conser- 


vation programs In effect for the 
past two years under the soil 
conservation and domestic allot- 
ment act of 193S. 


Five Crops: Specific provisions 
are made for five crops, cotton, 
wheat, corn, tobacco and 
rice. 
Texas has a big Interest in nil 
of 
these 
except 
tobacco. 
The 


program is to provide for pro- 
ducing 
adequate 
supplies 
each 
year for domestic consumption, 
exports and ample reserves. 


Ever-normal 
Granary: 
Provi- 
sions of the act designed to main- 
tain supplies at specified levels 
are expected to bring about sub- 
stantial 
increases 
in 
reserves, 


particularly in the case of corn 
and wheat. 


Lonn» on Some Products. 
Loans: he ait directs loans be 
made to corn, cotton and wheat 
producers under certain 
condi- 
tions, and authorizes 
loans 
on 
other agricultural commodities at 
the 
discretion of the 
Secretary 


of Agriculture and the President. 
The loans are to be made by the 
Commodity Credit Corporation.

He 
announced 
his 
subject 
as 


"Democracy and the 
Jew". 


The speaker explained that his 


subject referred to every other 
minority 
group—of 
which 
there 


are many in the United States— 
as well as the Jews. 
In this con- 


nection 
Judge 
Howell 
said "If 


certain philosophies and tenden- 
cies rampant in the world today 
are not checked, we will "all be- 
long to a minority group." 


"If we keep abreast of the times 


we, as members 
of a minority 


group, must realize that our on- 
ly protection has been the securi- 
ty we have enjoyed at the hands 
of a Democratic government, 


'We all ought to stand 
four- 


square against any philosophy or 
tendency that will jeopardize our 
society or the principles for which 
our forefathers 
stood," 
Judge 


Howell continued. 


No Criticism For Entry. 


'The World 
War was fought 


for Idealism, and some have crit- 
icized 
our 
participation 
in 
it, 


but I am proud that the United 
States 
guaranteed 
freedom to 


people who were unable to se- 
cure it for themselves—I have no 
criticism 
for the United States 


In the dollars and lives spent In 
the war if the idealism for which 
they were given was worth it," 
lie declared. 


'Other 
countries 
may 
enjoy 


their own 
types of 
government 


(If really they do enjoy 
them) 


but they shall not dictate to us 
what 
type 
of 
government 
we 


shall have. 
They have my per- 


mission to 
elevate 
their ex-cor- 


porals to the highest office and 
?ive them dictatorial powers if 
they want to, but I deny them 
the right to tear down our gov- 
ernment and institutions by pro- 
paganda 
or 
subterfuge," 
Judge 


Howell said, 


'We do not have to be . smart 


to know there are new 
tenden- 


cies in the world today that in- 
dicate that the line of demarca- 
tion in the future may see the 
democratic 
governments on one 


side and the dictatorships on the 
other. 


"In some respects wo are a pe- 


culiar nation," 
Judge 
Howell 


went on, "because we accept as 
a matter of course the principles 
which our forefathers laid down 
for us, and take for granted that 
wo shall always enjoy them, and 
careless enough to see them slip 
away before we may realize it. 
Liberty and freedom can be lost 
just as easily as health can, by 
failure to appreciate and protect 
It." 


Quotes President Roosevelt. 


Judge Howell quoted President 


Roosevelt as saying recently that 
ho doubted If the people under 
dictatorial 
forms of government 


will long 
endure 
their loss of 


liberty. 


The next portion of his address 


was an analysis of how dictator- 
ships come ' about. 


Ho said In the first place they 


are brought about by propaganda 
and distorted channels of infor- 
mation. 
He said subjects taught 


In schools must bo kept free of 
propaganda," and added that "we 
have fought and are still fight- 
ing" 
to keep our schools free of 


propaganda. 


'Wo must guard carefully our 


paper guarantees of 
fredom of 


the press, freedom of speech and 
the 
right 
of 
assembly," 
Judge 


Howell went on. 


He said "our paper guarantees" 


of these liberties are good pnly 
as long as the people guard them. 


"We arc proud of our freedom 


of the press, as contrasted to the 
controlled avenues of knowledge 
in other countries. 
Russia 
con- 


fesses that Its form of 
govern- 
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ment will not ba effective until 
a new generation rises up—which 
has been taught the principles of 
socialism," the speaker said. 


Great 
Scholars Jew*. 


Tn this connection Judge Howell 


said some of the world's greatest 
scholars have been Jews, and "I 
shudder to think how their books 
have been emasculated and burn- 
ed In the public squares—I wish 
those scholars would come to the 
United States." 


The speaker turned next to the 


freedom of speech. 


"There are some places in the 


world where there Is no freedom 
of speech, where a man dare not 
say what he Is not supposed to 
say," Judge Howell said. He quot- 
ed Voltaire as saying In effect "1 
do not agree with one thing you 
»ay, 
but I would lay down my 


life' to guarantee you the right 
to say It." 


The right of assembly was next 


discussed by Judge Howell. 


"We have the right of lawful 


assembly and can even meet and 
object to our government 
If we 


wish to. 
There are 'squares' in 


New 
York 
and 
London 
where 


"soap box 
orators' 
may 
talk 


about 
anything they 
wish, and 


officers are stationed there to see 
they come to no bodily 
harm 


while they are doing it," Judge 
Howell said. 


"Are these 
things worth pre- 
serving? 


We believe In a government de- 


scribed by Lincoln as a govern- 
ment of the people, by the peo- 
ple and for the people. 
If the 


government Is of the people, it 


surely follows that it Is by the 
people, and then If It IB not for 
the people they are at fault, and 
It is their privilege to change it," 
the speaker went on. 


Judge Howell said n desire for 


knowledge Is not enough, but the 
means to acquire it Is the right 
that ought to be the priceless gift 
to every man, woman and child, 
and In closing the speaker said 
"whatever channels of knowledge 
and Information we have, 
they 


should be kept free from propa- 
ganda and never stopped up."

ed by Rabbi Edward 
Ellenbogen

PARIS, Feb. 21.— (IT.— Resigna- 


tion of Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden aroused French fears today 
that Great Britain, in the face of 
Germany's aggressive tactics, was 
turning abruptly to a policy of 
conciliation with the fascist states. 
Powerful elements of the Peo- 


ple's Front urged the French for- 
eign minister to break away from 
its oloso democratic alliance with 
Gcrat Britain, rather than follow 
such a lead. 


Even before Eden resigned, Pre- 


mier Camllle Chautemps, Foreign 
Minister Yvon Delbos and other 
high French officials, evinced anx- 
iety lest British overtures to Italy 
take a course which the French 
government could not follow with- 
out risk of alienating Its own so- 
cialistic and communist support- 
ers at home.

RODESSA, La., Fch. 18.—'.•>")—Twenty-five persons 


were known tleacl today, killed by a tornado that roared 
during last niprht's blackings into this Rodessa oil field 
town, two additional were believed dead, and scores 
were injured. 


Unofficial estimates in the confusion attendant to 


the disaster placed the number of dead at between 25 
and 30 persons, several of whom were still unaccounted 
for and the injured between (iO and 100. 


The tornado .struck al 0:-15 o'clock during heavy 


rain? that raked adjoining portions of Tennessee, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and Texas and crashed "Supply Row" 
in the business section of Kodessa, causing an estimated 
$250.000 to 3500,000 property damage within a space 
of less than five minutes. 


11 then bounded out toward Arkansas to the north- 


east and ended up in a path across north Mississippi, 
causing several thousands of dollars damage around 
Water Valley. 


There 
were no 
casualties 
at 


Water Valley but felled trees clog- 
ged streets, windows were blown 
out of residences and outhouses 
were levelled. 


Pitiful Stories Told. 


Pitiful stories were told by sur- 


xMvors in the Kodessa area where 
oil derricks and construction work 
were laid low and gas and oil 
spouted, adding to the danger of 
fires.

Captain .Murphy J. Roden. assist- 
ant superintendent of state police, 
to Rodessa to direct rescue work. 


Although martial law was not 


declared, several scores of nation- 
al guardsmen, armed, were placed 


xnbout the 
ruins of Rodessa 
to 


protect them from sightseers and 
maintain order. 


Several 
dozen special deputies 


also were sworn in to aid in the 
relief under direction of the Red 
Cross. 


Continued rains and sloppy con- 


ditions made the clearing up of 
debris a slow process after oil 
truclts had hauled away the dead 
and Injured In sight. 


Some Bodies Mangled. 
Bodies of several persons were 


terribly mangled and twisted into 
portions of metal roof, shattered 
building materials and debris In 
general. 


Tne tornado cut a half mile 
path through the town and blew 
down a half dozen derricks.

cuers unable to penetrate east of 
the railroad tracks said they fear- 
ed a group of cabins ther had 
been struck.

Nurses were called from Texar- 
kana to assist the regular staff 
at1 the Atlanta hospital. 
There was little confusion even 


when heart-broken relatives went 
to the hospital to identify injured 
kin or went to the morgue to 
claim their dead. 


When 
the storm 
struck 
Ro- 
dessa, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
B. E. Crowder was not at home. 
He had gone on an errand. He re- 
turned but found the home had 
been blown away.

keting year, unless 
disapproved 


by more than a third of the g-ow-

in the referenda March 12. 


Agriculture Department officials 


made arrangements today to hold 
the referenda in between 
10.000 


and 15,000 communities. They esti- 
mated 
that 
more than 2,000,000 


growers 
will be eligible to cast 
ballot*. 


It Is the theory of officials—and 


the 
new 
legislation—that meas- 
ires cutting down on market sup- 
plies would tend to prevent fur- 
:hcr price declines and possibly 
mprove prices. 


The legislation sets up "ideal"

are 
called 
"party" 


irices. They are defined official- 
y as those which would give in- 
lividuol farm products the power

A parity price for cotton would 


ie about 16 cents a pound, com- 
>ared with the prevailing price of 
slightly less than 9 cents. A par- 
ty price for wheat would be $1.10 
a bushel, Instead of the present 
quotation of about 95 cents. For 
corn it would be 85 cents Instead 
of 
about 60. 


It is not the belief of officials, 


they say, that the new program 
will or should raise prices to these 
parity levels—at least not for sev- 
eral years. 


One of the big factors back of 


ncreased cotton sales abroad this 
season has been the fact, they ex- 
ilalned, that the American prod- 
uct has a slight price advantage 
over competing growths. 


Officials said It would be their 


lurposo to concentrate on raising

the farmer may sell, without re- 
striction, all the cotton he can 
produce on his allotted acreage.

USE PECAN TREES 
FOR SHADE URGED BY 


LOCAL ENTHUSIAST 


The following article concerning 


the value of the pecan trees for 
shade and nuts was furnished for 
publication by a local lover of 
trees and especially the pecan, It 
being his contention that the pe- 
can makes a better and prettier 
shade even though the value of 
the nuts are not considered; 


Sam 
Houston 
recognized 
the 


beauty and value of pecan tree 
and planted many about his prop- 
erty. 
One very large tree is still 


living and bearing large crops an- 
nually at his old home at Hunts- 
villt). 
Another Texas governor, 
James Stephen Hogg, requested 
that instead of having a useless 
monument on his grave, a pecan 
tree 6e planted at the head and 
a black walnut at the foot. 


The pecan certainly Is a val- 


uable tree. 
It is a hardy tree 


which grown on many kinds of 
soil and under many conditions, 
often living for generations. 
In 


fact, during one of the Missis- 
sippi floods of recent years, a pe- 
can tree which was washed out 
with the bank was examined and 
found to have been standing when 
La Sails explored 
the 
region. 


Many roots of the pecan grow 
very deep Into the earth, thus sus- 
taining 
thi; 
tree 
in 
times 
of 


drouth and preventing uprooting 
by winds. 
Tt frequently attains 


a majestic height of 100 feet, and 
except when it is crowded, It de- 
velops symmetrically with a possi- 
ble limb spread of 100 feet. 


Tt is hard to conceive why we 


have allowed hackbcrry, elm and 
other 
Inferior 
trees to 
occupy 
space where the pecan will grow 
as a shade and nut producer. It 
is a mistake to believe the pecan 
Is a very slow growing tree and 
a slow bearer. I have often made 
pecans :; 1-2 to 4 fnct tall when 
transplanted, grow 
into 14 feet 


trees less than three years after 
setting. 
The varieties of budded 


pecans suited to our county, If 
cared for, are likely to bear the 
third year after transplanting and 
occasionally even the second year. 
It usually is lack of attention 
which causes the 
trees to 
die 


when transplanted or to make a 
slow growth. Pecan trees require 
nourishment just as do other liv- 
ing things, and supplying It Is 
very little effort. 
There are few 
parkways, curbs or yards in Cor- 
slcana where the pecan will not 
grow and do as well as other 
trees we now plant, and live a 
much longer and more valuable 
life. 


Selection of Pecan Varieties. 
The Southwest, 
especially Tex- 


as. Is the chief habitat of the pe- 
can; however, the 
Southeastern 


states are far ahead of our sec- 
tion in Improved peoan groves and 
the production of improved pecans 
for the market. 
Partly because 


wo have followed the Southeast in 
improved trees Is the reason for 
many mistakes that have been 
made in selection of proper varie- 
ties for the Southwest. 


Many eastern pecans are not 


suited to Texas conditions on tne 
whole and 
when 
planted 
prove 


disappointing as commercial 
nut 


producers. In East Texas and on 
bottom lands some eastern varie- 
ties prove very good, but Navarro 
county is on the dividing line, and 
except for the extreme 
eastern 
part and lowlands, the western 
variety of pecan should predomi- 
nate. There are also many things 
to take into consideration in se- 
lecting even the western pecan 
for setting here, as some western 
varieties are better suited for one 
purpose than another, also uplands 
and low lands should help govern 
the selection.' 


The proper selection of variety 
means the difference in a long 
wait for results and disappoint- 
ment in the end; and a successful 
grove or a nice nut producer for 
home use. 
It Is much bettor to 


go into selection of varieties very 
carefully before the trees are se't 
than to have to correct mistakes 
later by rebudding the tree or an 
entire grove at a big expense,
